If  it  he  irtie,  however,  that  the  rpiestion  had  its 
rise  under  such  tlire  auspices,  vve  may  reflect  ihat,| 
subscquetitly,  the  foul  repioach  of  its  oripiti  has 
been  iiai'pily  removed,  by  the  labors  of  htimnn 
philosoplu  rs  and  of  grave  divines,  who  have  tratis- 
i'erred  tlu;  disetf-sion  to  our  world,  and  nattiralized 
it  even  in  the  church.  Still,  it  must  he  coidessed, 
they  hitve  not  clcnrcil  away  the  perplexities  in  | 
which  the  original  disjnitanis  ere  .said  to  have  lost 
themselves.  In  this  one  respect,  at  least,  the  ill- 
omen  of  that  Hr>i  attempt  stems  to  exert  its  ma-  ! 
ligti  infliieiice  down  to  our  own  day.  After  some, 
centuries,  now,  dur'ing  w  hit  h  the  tpiettion  of  Ne- 1! 
cessity  or  Free-will  h;;s  been  argued,  on  hoili  siiles, 
by  the  mo>t  profound  nod  acute  thinkers,  what  is 
the  result,  evei.  with  the  higher  order  of  tiiinds,  as 
well  as  with  the  Inwi  r  !  Two  uitposilc  ctrneln- 
lioDS  ;  each  of  them  hehl  by  meti  of  deep  and  pa¬ 
tient  ihotighi,  who  hitve  read,  and  attaly  zi.il,  and,  as 
they  think,  fairly  sttiveil,  nr  sn[)prseded,  all  that 
has  been  hronghi  forward  on  the  other  side!  The  | 
controversy  is  n.ow  as  far  fittm  an  “end’  as  ever,! 
and  apparently  farther  ih:in  formerly. 

We  confess,  in  the  ntitsel,  that  we  have  no  ex¬ 
pectation  of  potting  the  matter  at  re  st,  liidctd,  we 
have  no  expectation  of  hiying  it  open  to  the  hoiiom. 
If  we  mistake  imi,  the  snhject  is  one  that  has  two 
sides,  both  of  them  running  out  pariilhl  In  each 
other,  as  far  as  the  human  understaiiiling  can  ; 
trace  it.  Of  course,  peo|)le,  wliose  minds  are  dif¬ 
ferently  Iri.ined,  will  see  it  in  diU’erent  aspens; 
even  the  ..ame  person  w  ill  see  it  diHerenily  at  dif-, 
ferenl  times,  accordingly  as  he  fixes  his  aiieniioii 
more  on  one  side  or  the  other.  Tlse  most  we  can  j 
hope  lirr,  is,  to  eontrihule  something  towards  guard- 1' 
itig  against  an  exr.lusively  (t.ariial  view  on  either 
hatiil,  and  to  bring  people  to  look  at  hnih  sides  in 
their  mtiinal  relations,  lint  as  to  the  tiltim.aiu  point, 
which  lerminnies  and  solves  the  (|uesiion,  it  is  nm  ^ 
to  be  reached  by  sneli  powers  as  we  hitve;  tiiiich 
less  is  it  to  he  explaineii  to  any  general  saiisfaciinti.  j 
A  glance  at  llie  history  of  nrgtimeiil  anil  opinion 
on  the  subject,  for  the  Iasi  two  centuries,  is  enough 
to  show  how  arrogant  would  be  the  hope  of  success ' 
in  this  respect.  1 

We  say,  for  the  last  two eeninries ;  for,  until  that  [ 
period,  the  meinphysiral  qiiesiion  between  Neces-j, 
sily  and  Free-w  ill  appears  to  have  been  but  little 
agitated  in  the  chiircb, — ilie  ancient  controversy 
between  Angnsiini:-m  ami  Pehigiani'in,  having 
turned  on  aimiher  |>oini,  as  did  likew  ise  the  coniro-; 
versy  between  Calvinism  and  Armiidanism.  in  its' 
early  stages.  |i  is  itue,  that  Calvin  iiimscif,  and 
the  Supra  lapsnrian  party,  asserted,  though  in  ge- | 
neral  raihenhiin  philosophical  terms,  the  absolute 
governmerii  of  the  Divine  wdl  over  the  human,  in  i, 
all  its  exercises,  hnih  helnre  and  after  the  Fall.  Dal 
the  followers  of  Augu.stine.  and  most  of  the  ailvo-jl 
cates  of  Pieilesiinaiinn  ilowii  to  the  middle  of  ihe| 
seventeenth  ceiuury,  held  that  the.  human  will  was  !l 
at  first  free,  and  that  it  coniinued  so  till  itie  fall  nfl; 
Adam,  and  indeed  that  it  remains  s«>  still,  in  rela-|| 
lion  to  every  thing  except  moral  objects.  General-] 
iy  tpeakingi  they  had  no  ilurught  ut  its  original  and  ^ 


universal  sidijeelion,  in  the  immutable  nature  of,; 
tbifigs;  they  cniitcndetl  only  for  its  accidental  sub¬ 
jection,  and  ibis  merely  io  .sin,  in  con8e(|uence  of 
the  entire  moral  perver.siiy  into  wliicli,  it  was  al- 
legetl,  man  had  fallen.  The  great  question  be¬ 
tween  them  and  their  opponents  w  as  not  a  pbiloso- i! 
pb  ical.  but  a  ilietdogiciil,  one  ;  namely.  Whether  j| 
the  Fall  cnrrnpied  our  nature  so  com|delely  as  foj. 
destroy  that  oiigin.nl  freedom,  or  comjietency,  to  I 
clioose  moral  gmul,  as  we  ehoose  other  things, — 
wlietlier  it  made  us  whrtlly  inclined  to  evil,  so  as  ,| 
leave  within  us,  no  element  wliaisoever  of  moral 
good,  and  iherefote  no  means  ol  forming  a  good  in-  i| 
letitinn.  This  w  as  the  point  at  issue ;  here  was  ! 
the  polemical  arena.  N’ot  hut  that  both  pariies'ij 
frtqtienily  strayed  out  around  into  the  wide,  dusky,  ji 
unexplored  regions  of  meitiphysics,  in  ortler  to] 
giitlier  illustrations,  anti  to  escape  fromditfi  uliies.  > 
Tliere,  however,  the  light  and  darkness  werti  to  j 
to  them  undivided,  and  it  was  coinmoidy  the  case  1 
that  they  soon  returned  from  their  ‘  wandering  ina-  [ 
zes,’  to  the  old  familiar  ground  of  dispute.  J 

But  when  |diilnsn|diical  inquiries  C'lntterning  the  i 
will  began  to  enier  largely  into  this  theological  tie-  i 
hate,  the  grontid  of  contest  became  essentially  ^ 
changed;  though  the  cireunist.iiice  was  not  gene-  . 
rally  oh-erved.  The  (jnesiion  tio  longer  was,  ' 
whether  tnan  had  lost  his  original  .Teedom,  bin 
w  hether  he  ever  had  any  ;  or,  more  strictly  speak¬ 
ing,  whether  he  ever  Itad  a  free,  purely  self-caused 
volition  ill  respect  to  anything.  Now,  it  is  easy  to  ' 
see,  ill  this  change  of  the  question,  that  the  contro¬ 
versy,  ihongh  still  carried  on  untler  the  same  name 
as  formerly,  was,  in  reality,  abtuit  a  very  iliirerenl 
mailer.  The  term,  freeilnm,  was  unconsciously 
shifted,  fiom  the  old  theological  idea,  back  to  ano-  ^ 
liter  that  lay  wholly  heltind  it.  In  the  old  dispute,^ 
it  was  merely  relative,  and  meant  freeilom  to , 
choose  gooil  in  the  same  sense  only  lhal  we  are  free 
lo  choose  any  thing  else,  whatsoever  ilnit  sense 
iitight  be;  in  the  new,  it  went  back  of  ail  this,  and 
iiie<inl  an  iitdcpcndeni  self  determining  power  of 
the  will  in  all  matters  indifferently.  No  two  things  i 
could  he  more-distinct ;  and  yet,  deceived  byihei| 
ambiguous  term,  (teople  have  generally  confounded 
them  together,  and  treated  them  as  if  they  weie  | 
the  same, — as  if  disproof  of  the  latter  was  disproof, 
of  the  former.  It  is  probably  the  common  im[>res- ;i 
sinn,  even  at  iliis  day,  that  if  the  philosophical 
question  concerning  the  will  he  decided  in  favor  of  j 
its  absolute  dependence,  that  seitli's  the  point  in  ; 
controversy  hetween  Calvinism  and  Atminianism 
with  respect  lothesmtciul  impnteneeof  fallen  man,  ,, 
in  tlie  work  of  regeneration.  True,  it  may  doi] 
something,  indireeily,  towards  seitlmg  the  mutter;  i 
but  to  a  very  ilitlcreiit  result  than  is  usually  sup- 1! 
posed.  Say,  that  there  is  no  iiidependeiil,  scif-ile-  |j 
lermining  power  of  the  will,  in  any  case  ;  it  may  ii 
still  be  true,  that  man  has  tlie  same  kind  of  free-  ij 
tiom  (or  w  hatsoever  we  call  it.)  to  choose  good,  that , 
he  has  to  choosoolher  objects.  .According  lo  the  . 
doctrine  of  Necessity,  it  was  e(|nally  the  case  be-  ] 
fore  the  fall  as  afterwords,  that  man  could  will  nei- ; 
iher  gnntl,  nor  evil,  nor  aiiylhing  else,  cxr  e|)l  as  he  ‘ 
was  made  to  do  so  b,  some  t  llicient  causes,  some  ' 
adequate  moiivts,  that  lay  back  of  his  will  anil 
de^imiiieil  it.  Now,  grant  that  man  fell;  grant 
lhal  he  became  lota  Iv  corrutii,  tbough  we  of  course,  ^ 
bt'lievc  iiolhtiig  of  the  kind.  Yet,  liow  could  even  , 
such  a  change  materially  affect  the  laws  of  his  will  I 
w-e  mean,  with  respect  lo  this  one  power  of  chtxjsing  , 
gix)d  or  evil.  Was  not  his  will  just  as  peifectly  | 
under  the  control  of  causes,  as  it  had  been  before  1  p 
of  cauy.s,  which  were  still  employeil,  in  ihecoun-]; 
sel  of  God,  as  means  to  determine  his  volitions  ?  ]' 
and  wtiich  did  actually  determine iheoi  asefficienl*  || 


ly  as  ever  ?  According  to  the  doctrine  of  Neces¬ 
sity,  he  vvas  110  more  dependent,  or  impotent,  in 
the  act  of  choosing  good,  than  he  originally  was; 
no  more  than  he  still  was.  in  choosing  any  thing 
else.  lie  might  still  -bn  made  to  attach  himself  to, 
good,  by  the  same  general  law  as  formerly,  that  is, 
by  the  controlling  influence  of  adequate  motives. 
On  this  ground,  there  vvas  nothing  peculiar,  so  far 
as  moral  impotence  is  cfincerned,  in  his  condition 
after  the  fall.  Sucli  is  the  way  in  which  the  doc¬ 
trine  of  Necessiiy  goes  to  determine  tliis  point  in 
the  dispute  between  Calvinism  and  Arminianism. 

We  may  be  told,  however,  that,  even  on  this 
ground,  there  still  is  a  peculiarity  in  ihecase,  which 
we  have  kept  nut  of  sight,  namely,  that  when  man 
had  become  totally  corrupt,  destitute  of  every  ele¬ 
ment  of  moral  right,  he  could  not,  of  course,  turn 
his  w’ill  to  good.  But,  in  what  sense  is  this  plead¬ 
ed  by  the  advocate  of  Necessity  1  Does  he  mean 
that  God  could  not  still  make  man’s  will  turn  to 
good,  by  the  jiower  of  adequate  motives?  No; 
but  that  man,  of  himself,  could  not  do  so.  Very 
well  ;  could  he  before  ?  Why.  then,  rffeet  ic.  limit 
his  inahili’y  to  the  state  of  total  ilepravity  ?  And, 
even  now’,  can  he,  of  himself,  turn  his  will  to  any 
object  whatever?  Why  then  say.  to  moral  good, 
as  if  that  were  an  exception  to  the  general  lule? 
If  we  mistake  not,  there  is  no  room  fiir  any  essential’ 
peculiarity  here,  according  to  the  doctrine  of  Ne¬ 
cessity,  It  may  indeed  be  said,  lhal  in  order  for  a 
motive  to  act  eflieienily  to  g(H)d.  on  man  when  lo¬ 
yally  depraveil,  the  motive  must  be  of  a  different 
kind  than  would  otherwise  be  requisite;  that  is,  it 
must  be  such  ns  is  adapted  to  the  exigency.  This 
is  true  ;  but  not  the  whole  truth.  To  express  it 
fully,  we  must  generalize  the  siaieinciii,  by  adding, 
that  every  difl’erent  condition  of  man's  mind,  and 
every  different  act  to  be  produced  in  Uim,  retjuiie 
likewise  corresponding  diflermres  in  the  governing 
ii.oiives  that  are  presented.  So  ibal,  after  all,  there 
is,  in  this  respect,  nothing  peculiar  to  the  case  of 
total  corruption,  since  it  oidy  comes  under  the  uni¬ 
versal  law,  of  appropriate  means  to  given  ends. 

It  is  on  essential  ohjeci,  with  the  believers  in  to¬ 
tal  depravity,  to  make  out  some  peculiar  impotence 
of  the  will,  in  that  condition.^  For  iliis  purpose, 
they  availed  themselves,  at  length,  of  the  doctrine 
of  Necessity,  as  demousiraiing  their  side  of  the 
question  on  (diilosopiiical  grounds.  It  was  a  sad 
mi-take.  That  doctrine  overthrows  their  ow  n  fa¬ 
vorite  position;  it  destroys  the  alleged  peculiariiv, 
by  making  it  universal.  To  all  practical  iinenis, 
it  establishes  ihe  tilmnst  extreme  of  the  Arminian 
liyjHtthesis  on  this  [wini,  namely  lhal  man  .still  has 
the  same  freedom  to  chcKtse  giKnJ,  that  he  ever  had, 
or  lhal  he  now  has  to  choose  any  thing  else, — no 
matter  whether  he  he  totally  dejiraved  nr  not. — 
It  will  be  found,  sooner  or  later,  f  at  the  Calvinis- 
lic  party  could  not  have  selected  a  more  fatal  ally, 
in  their  cause,  than  the  theory,  on  which  they  have 
so  much  relied,  of  the  nniversnl  and  absolute  de- 
pentlence  of  the  will.  Here  we  have  one  example, 
out  of  manv,  how  the  respective  doctrines  of  Ne¬ 
cessity  and  Free-will  appear  frequently  to  shift 
their  bearings  river  lo  the  oppo-ite  side,  as  they  are 
carried  out  towards  their  legitimate  results. 

Enough,  however,  as  to  their  particular  bearing 
on  this  theological  point.  Let  us  now  reiurii  to  a 
gr  neral  view  of  the  case  itself.  We  think  it  safe 
to  say,  lhal  ever  since  the  metaphysical  question 
coneeriiing  the  will  began  lo  be  discussed  in  any 
thing  like  a  thorough  manner,  it  has  been  generally 
felt  that  the  advocates  of  Necessity  had  the  better 
of  the  argument  in  |H>ini  of  mere  logic.  And  yet, 
people  couhi  not,  hvr  the  most  part,  feel  satisfied 
with  tUeir  reasoning;  they  would  not  be  convinced

convenient  space.  We  presume  that  no  one,  fa¬ 
miliar  with  liie  Scriptures  will  think  we  have  at 
all  heightened  the  coloring  which  they  give  to  either 
side. 

Now,  make  as  much  abatement  as  wc  please  for 
supposed  figures  of  speccli,  oriental  iiypcrbnles,  for 
eveiy  thing  that  res[ieci8ihe  mere  style  of  expres¬ 
sion,  and  siili  two  tilings  are  clear :  The  inspired 
writers  did  liabitually  regard  man  as  having  an 
agency,  a  responsible  volition,  of  liis  own,  in  all 
bis  conduct,  in  the  same  sense  that  be  bad  a  per¬ 
sonality  of  Ills  own;  and,  again,  they  did  babit- 
ually  contemplate  the  divine  counsel  as  lying  hack 
of  that  agency,  and  nfTecting  it,  in  some  w  ay,  to 
sure  results  w  iihoiil  disturbing  its  law  s,  or  relieving 
il  of  its  accountability.  Even  in  the  case  of  sin,  if 
they  do  not  distinctly  bring  the  beginningof  it,  in  a 
person’s  mind,  under  the  divine  direciiou,  ibcy  do 
the  subsequent  operation  of  it,  and  its  eventual  re¬ 
sults.  And  here  they  stop.  They  do  not  enter 
hno  ihe  philosophijoi  the  matter,  at  all ;  they  never 
nitempi  to  define  the  precise  distinction  between 
the  divine  and  liumnn,  or  to  fix  tlie  point  wlierc 
these  coalesce.  Probably,  they  never  thought  of 
ilinl  question ;  il  ceiiainly  was  a  long  lime  before 
ifieir  successors,  in  the  Cliiislinti  church,  appear  to 
have  thought  of  it,  in  any  of  its  nicer  metaphysical 
forms. 

Such,  then,  is  the  two  fold  state  of  the  matter,  as 
it  stands  out,  unsolved,  on  the  face  of  the  inspired 
page.  We  must  now  add,  that  it  stands  ihesaine, 
and  equally  unsolved,  in  our  moral  and  religious 
nature.  No  man  cun  sufipress  the  consciousness 
that  the  himself  [lerforms  liis  ow  n  acts,  wheihci  of 
body  or  of  mind  ;  that  he  thinks  his  own  ilioughls, 
wills  his  own  intents,  makes  his  own  resolves,  as 
much  as  he  iriakes  liis  bargains ot  his  fences;  that 
he  checks  nr  indulges  his  uwn  inclinations,  and 
ilius  far  forms  his  own  character;  and  that  he  is 
ies[)onsihle  in  all  these  respects.  Aiid  if  lie  is  a 
religious  man,  he  must,  at  the  same  lime,  recognize 
the  divine  power  as  supreme  over  liis  own,  in  rela- 
liiiii  even  to  these  personal  exercises.  He  dues  not, 
indeed,  regard  his  sin  as  the  work  of  (iod,  unless 
lie  lias  come  to  such  a  coiiclusiou  by  some  process 
of  reasoning  ;  hut  he  docs,  tit  once  tind  instinclivc- 
ly,  regard  it  as  subject  to  tlie  divine  control.  By 
tlie  sponiannt.us  impulse  of  the  religious  sentiment, 
lie  looks  to  God  for  *  every  good  and  perfect  gill,’ 
of  a  spiritual  as  well  as  of  a  ptiysical  nature.
